Immediate planting of the full 
acreage is expected by the Food Ad- 
ministration under the plan pro- 
posed.

It seems 
to me highly inconceivable that any- 
one can be led to believe seriously 
that my individual action as an in- 
vestor was a preconceived attempt 
to find a way to cover up or con- 
ceal alleged fllegitimate profits for 
Armour and Company in any wise 
affecting the cost of our product, 
our company doing an annual bus 
ness of over $500,000,000 when care- 
ful reading of press reports of the 
testimony at Washington discloses 
that all we have ever received from 
our investment was $38,800 quarter- 
ly in dividends, 

CHARGES EXPLAINED. 

“For the information of the pub- 
lic, let me add that a stoc rds 
company is not engaged in t ur- 
chase or slaughter of livestock, but 
simply in operating a public mar- 
ket place where buyer and seller 
may meet and transact business and 
renders a distinct service for which 
a nominal charge is made. Stock- 
yards companies charge for service 
are the same today as thirty years 
aco, and are in no wise affected by 
who owns the stock. 

“Tf it is to be fudged improper 
that I for Armour and company 
should own an interest in a stock- 
yards company. it would be equally 
pertinent to maintain that we should 
not own a share of stock in a rail- 
road which transports our products, 
and with equal force that no bus 
ness man in this country should 
own stock in any transportation or 
other facility. the cost of whose 
service might enter Into the cost of 
his prodyct. 

TELIS OF BONUSES. 


“In the matter of bonus, paid or 
to be paid us, in connection with 
the conetruction of our packing 
plant at St. Paul, last year. we were 
waited on by a citizens’ committee, 
urging us to bulld a plant there and 
volunteering to raise a bonus to in- 
due us to do so. We accepted the 
proposition made, purchased the 
necessary real estate for location, 
and the details now are under way. 
The suggestion that we divided, or 
agreed to pay any part to any other 
packing concern, or anyone else, is 
absolutely untrue. 

“The raising and giving of bonus- 
es by citizens in communities to 
induce the location, construction and 
operation of industrial plants is a 
practice and custom which has been 
in vogue for years. We in the past 
twenty years have declined many 
from numberless communities of 
industrial plants in the West and 
Southwest, which sought thereby to 


promote their industrial develop- 
ments, our decision bend dup to our 
judgement that at the paricular 


point in question a packing plant is 
not economically essential and could 
not be operated successfully. 

“The conduct of Armour and com- 
pany and of myself have complied 
with every rile of business and legal 
propriety, and I believe thatthe pub- 
lic will readily see the facts in the 


same light.”

“If there is one thing that is 
needed more than all other just now 
it is that our sentiments be dis- 
ciplined into efficiency, instead of 
overflowing in wastefulness, as they 
do te such an extent as prevails now. 
At no time of the year do our sen- 
timents run riot to such an extent 
as during the holiday season. There 
is no time in which we do such ex- 
travagantiy foolish things. In or- 
dinary times there is an element of 
compensation in this. We ,experi- 
ence a certain purification by turn- 
ing our sentiments loose and letting 
them for a little time follow their 
own course without restraint. 

“But in critical times like these, 
undisciplined sentiment is not only 
wickedly wastetul but results in im- 
measureable injury. I have been re- 
liably informed that in the small 
army camps, Where the boys are 
given full liberty on Sundays, it is 
not uncommon for ten times as many 
of them to be in need of medical 
attention on Monday as at the close 
of the week, largely because fond 
friends show their appreciation of 
their services by overfeeding and 
overindulging their every appetite. 
There seems to be not a little truth 
in the statement that the undis- 
ciplined kindnesses of friends and 
relatives is likely to prove to be more 
deadly to the boys in the camps of 
America than are the bullets of the 
enemy in Europe. 

“We have none too much senti-

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ILL THE JEWS RETURN? 

“What of Jerusalem?’ The question 
that gave much concern to David, the psalm- 
singer of Israel, is today uppermost in the 
minds of the Christian world. The dispatches 
of the day carry the word that among the 
peace terms favored by the Allies, is. one 
providing that the Turk be prahibited ever 
from entering or possessing the Holy City. 

What a glorious fruition of the Christian's 
hope it would be to prevent this most ven- 
erated of all shrines from again falling into 
the hands of the infide] Turks! It would be 
the culmination of a thousand years of pray- 
er and supplication. With Jerusalem forever 
in the hands of those who believe in the 
psalms of David and in the mission of the 
man who wrote these immortal utterances, 
we may discern an omen of Divine approval 
of the cause they represent and be encour 


cross of Christ—what an inspiration! 

The Jews have entered upon their Feast 
of Lights in celebration of the exploits of 
the Maccabees of old, who cleared out the 
Assyrians and gave freedom to Jerusalem 
and the temple from the despoiler. 

Jerusalem! Where David brought the 
head of Goliath and the shields of gold; 
where the Ark of God rested; where Ne 
bozar-edan burned all the houses; where the 
children of Ammon and Moab came with 
pealter, harp and trumpets into the House 
of the Lord; where Ahaz made altars at 
every corner, and Miriam the prophetess 
took a timbre in her hand and Deborah, 


saying, “O Jerusalem, J 
killest the prophets, and 
are sent unto thee, how 
gathered thy children together, even as a ben 
gathered her chickens under her wings, and 
ye would not.” 

To the Christian the fall of Jerusalem is 
the rescue of the holy places from the curse 
of Moslem rule; to the Jew~it has like sig- 
nificance and holds out the promise that 
they may soon realize their dream of a Jew- 
ish state in their ancient home; to the Mos- 
lem it means final loss of supremacy over 
the most treasured land of the infidel. The 
renaissance of Palestine touches human sen- 
timent and human hopes. it touches the 
heartstrings of millions of Christians 
throughout the world, who have read with 
increasing interest the story of the rescue 
of the holy places by the troops under Gen. 
Allenby. 

No longer will the Chaldeans break down 
the walls, nor will the King of Babylon again 
come; no more will Judah and Shishak fight 
against the Holy City, nor will Rehum or 
Shimsai write against the City of David. For 
the day of her deliverance is at hand. 
“Our feet shall stand within thy gates, O 
Jerusalem. Pray for the peace of 
Jerusalem; they shall prosper that love 
thee. . . . Peace be within thy walls, and 
prosperity within thy palaces.” 

Jerusalem is a religion, The Ayabs will 
be anxious to know what the Frank pro- 
poses to do with the Mosque of Omar, and 
whether the holy men wil! still call to pray- 
er. Today the historic pile is in the hands 
of Christians, after the loss of hundreds of 
thousands of lives, running all the way from 
David, a thousand years before Christ, who 
captured it from the Jebusites, to the pres- 
ent year of Our Lord, when it has fallen to 
the Allies, composed of English, Arab, 
French and Italian troops. 

Will the Jews return to the land of their 
fathers? Only time can tell. Some look 
forward to the restoration and the re-estab- 
Hehment of the Hebrew state with confident 
hopes. With the fall of Jerusalem the reali- 
sation of the dream of the Zionists seems 
much nearer. The Jewish state in Palestine 
may become one of the notable examples of 
democracy in the world of popular gov- 
ernments. 

History is fall of the stories of the efforts 
of the Turks to capture and hold the biblica) 
city, and there is nothing finer in the works 
of Josephus than the narrative of its sur- 
render to Titus, when a million Jews had 


women and children—‘“they had come up 
from the country for the feast of the unleav- 
ened bread and found themseives shut up by 
‘the Roman army.” 

And with Jerusalem has fallen Gaza, the 

city with a turbulent history, stiff-necked 
and one of the strongholds of pazanism. 
Here it Was that the Philistines made merry 
with wine and called upon Samson to make 
sport. Here it was that Samson, when his 
eyes had been bored gut, laid hold of the two 
pillars of the house, crying: “O Lord, re- 
member me, I pray thee, and strengthen me. 
I pray thee, only this once, O God, that I may 
be avenged of the Philistines for my two 
eyes. Let me die with the Philistines.” And 
grasping the pillars, he bowed himself with 
all bis might, and the pillars bent and the 
house fell. 
. Christianity, the world over, will celebrate 
the fall of the Holy City with added unction 
and thankfuness on this day, on the thres- 
hold of the birth of the Christ, whose mother 
laid him in a manger for “there was no room 
in the inn,” who overcame sin and death 
for the gedemption of the world. 

Go with us to the bill country of Samaria, 
to Mounts Gerezim and Ebal, to the scared 
Nazareth aud Galilee and then across the 
plains of Armageddon, where they battled 
for the Lord. All is sacred ground. dear to 
the hearts of those who look for His second 
coming, and who are not afra. 

Jerusalem has alWays occupied a large 
place in the story of the Bible and sacred 
writings. Here it was the Jebusites dwelt 
with Benjamin; where Huldah lived; where 
Herod ruled; where Peter the Apostle, who 
betrayed Christ, Was come up, and the child 
Jesus tarried behind. It Was a city well 
regarded by God, for Was it not written 
“every pot in Jerusalem shall be holiness to 
the Lord“?

One great reason why Germany is des 
tined to defeat Mes back of all the motives 
of men, and that reason is the law of pro- 
gression. Life as the human race knows it 
today, and as the world has always known 
it, is a constant warfare in some direction 
or other, between. positive and negative 
forces, between the apparently strong and 
the strength of the apparently weak, be 
tween justice and injustice, between right 
and wrong. Every warfare is necessarily 
as constructive in its nature and results as 
it is destructive. The survival of the fittest 
holds good on the mental, moral and spir- 
itual planes, as it does in the material or 
physical world. Every clash between con- 
flicting elements means the elimination of 
something ready for destruction or change 
in order to make room for the advancement 
and strengthening of mofe vital and posi- 
tive forces and ideale. The history of sci- 
ence, religion, plillosophy and art prove the 
truth of this. Every backward or retroe 
gressive force has always fought for its 
continned existence, but has just as cer- 
tain'y been vanquished by progressive 
thought. Although the pioneers in every 
field of human endeavor may be persecuted 
and martyred, this does not hinder, but rath- 
er helps, the causes they espouse. The his- 
tory of government is no exception to the 
law of the survival of the fittest. It has 
taken humanity a long time to see the folly 
of the doctrine of the divine right of kings, 
and the old idea will probably survive in 
some form long after al) the kings are dead. 
But autocracy is dying and democracy is 
springing into the light. just as surely as 
the seed must die in the earth before its 
true life and essence springs to flower and 
fruitage in the welcoming sunlight.
